of the far north. land -developing expeditions are being sent to these regions 
and staffs of specialist* are being ordered there for permanent vcrk. Th« 

Ministry of Health USSR and the Ministry of Education RSFSR are to send 800 
doctors and 500 teachers to the kray. lev sovkhozes and motorised fishing and 
vhaling stations arc being set up in Kamchatka. 

The government, in a special decree designed to aid agricultural develop- 
ment of Khabarovsk Kray, Is sending 100 tractors, *00 combines, auad other agri- 
cultural machinery to the kray in 19*9. Pedigreed cattle are being sent to the 
kray for sale to kolkhozes. The government has also issued speolal decrees on 
migration cf kolkhoz vorkers to the kray. 

lev timber management* and the "Komsomol* *kies" (timber) Trust are being 
created in accordance vlth a decree of the Soviet of Ministers USSR. "Glavdal'lee," 
the main administration of logging, floating, lumber-producing industry, and 
construct ion cf nev enterprises, is being organised In Khabarovsk. 

In February the government issued a decree on measures for Improving trans- 
port in Khabarovsk Kray. It provides for considerable expansion In constructing 
nev railroad lines and in dt re loping the Ko&soa^sk Railroad Terminal. 
Eamohatka-Chukot Maritime Steamship Line is being organized in Petropavlovok, 
and a raumoar of measures are planned to improve the maritime ports at Sovetskaya 
Gavaa’ aai Vlkolayevsk-oa-Mur and the vork of the Amur River Steamship Line.

Industrial production of the Lithuanian Republic in 1948 amounted to 18 
million rubles more than planned* The year plan was fulfilled and exceeded for 
a number of important products. By I December 19*$, the plan was fulfilled for 
production of window glass , title, timber, hard leather goods, meat, confectionery 
goods, vegetable oil, end other products. 

8ew types of production, previously unknown in Lithuania, were started in 
1943. Thousands of tons of alabaster, hundreds of metal-cutting tools, and thou« 
sand© of electric, motors vers produced. - 

In the fourth quarter 19*$ industry of the Lithuanian SSR exceeded the 
fourth quarter 1940 level of gross industrial production by 27.5 percent. By 
1 December 1948, the industry of the Republic had saved over 52 million rubles 
above plan..

A large number of plants and factories were reconstructed and newly built 
in the Lithuanian S£K in the first 3 years of the Five-Tear Plan. One of the 
new onterprieee is the "ZhaPeiria" Machine-Tool Building Plant in Vil'nyus, 
which started production of benoh drill presses early in 1948. Production of 
the plant has grown steadily, and construction of a new type of metal-cutting 
machine will be started in 1949. 

Another new enterprise is the "E1‘ fa" Plant, manufacturing electric mot—s 
since early 1948. Construction of the plant is not entirely complete, and a 
number cf new vorkshoi * «r« to be opened in 1949. Serial production of radio 
receivers will be started this year. 

An alabaster plant was put in operation in Sfcyaulyay , and an oxygen plant 
was rebuilt in Kaunas, which will supply its product to the entire industry of 
the Republic. 

The metal industry is continuously expanding. The "Pergale" Metal Products 
Plant in Sfcan&s manufactures nails, wire, and various consumer goods. Reconstruc- 
tion of this plant, destroyed during the war, will continue in 1949.

Industry of Kemerovo Oblast on 17 December 1948 completed the 1948 groKa- 
productioa. plan. The plan for the majority of the more important industrial 
products was also fulfilled. Miners of the Kuzbass produced 580,000 tons of 
coal above plan and exceeded the prewar volume of production. The following 
figures in percent of 1947 production, v«ne given for the various products: 
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
